First major change in marking Ma- 
rine aireraft in 15 years is under way 
at El Toro. Directive from Navy Bureau 
of Aeronautics changes size of identi- 
fication markings from a few inches 
to more than a foot. Actual size of 
the letters will depend upon size of the 
aircraft. Change, according to Navy 
directive, will facilitate identification of 
all Navy and Marine aircraft. Air Ma- 
rines are again allowed to print their 
squadron designations on their planes. 
Practice was discontinued prior to War 


The USS Bataan, an 11,000 ton baby- 
flattop, has been added to the Pacific 
Fleet. It is the sixth carrier to be 
ordered to Pacific waters recently to 
strengthen U.S. Navy muscles in that 
ocean and aid in the current anti-sub- 
marine training operations. The ship 
is presently at the Philadelphia Navy 
yard being converted for anti-sub war- 
fare. 

With the addition of the Bataan, the 
U.S. Pacifie Fleet will be composed of: 
three attack carriers; the 27,000 ton 
Boxer, Valley Forge and Philippine Sea;

B. F. Goodrich Co., Akron, Ohio, 
has completed tests on one of the most 
unusual anti-icers ever developed. These 
anti-icers designed for use on the 
new flying boom aircraft refueling sys- 
tem developed by Boeing, enable air- 
craft to refuel in flight with greater 
speed and at higher altitudes than pre- 
viously possible. The de-icers contain 
heated wires imbedded in rubber and 
are installed on the small V-shaped, 
wing-like control surfaces which guide 
the telescoping pipe when it is lowered 
from the tanker plane. The refueling 
boom is carried under the tail of the 
tanker plane and is inserted into a 
spec ial socket in the nose of the plane 
being refueled. Fuel is pumped under 
pressure. A crewman in the rear tur- 
ret of the tanker plane operates the 
V-shaped “rucddevators™ and the heated 
rubber anti-icers provide protection for 
this unit if icing conditions are en- 
countered in flight.

report. They wouldn't let him get to his 
call box. Another time a sentry walking 
post came face to face with a big buck 
deer. The sentry took the offensive and 
clipped the deer between the horns with 
the butt of his riot gun 

Another post which is sometimes 
troublesome is the security building, 
the nerve center of the entire guard 
unit. On this post the guard must 
also be a technician. A maze of tape 
recorders, telephones and flashing lights 
keep him busy. It's*his job to check 
on the Gamewell system (a highly 
technical control board which is used 
by most large police stations) and as 
sure regular reports from all men on 
duty. When the sentry turns the key 
in his call box, the time and post num 
ber are automatically recorded on a 
paper tape. In case of fire or an over 
due call from a post, the sentry calls 
the Corporal of the Guard by direct 
telephone 

Sentries are schooled in the operation 
of the riot gun, a sawed-off shotgun 
which uses buckshot for ammunition 
Depot regulations prohibit the use of 
rifles to prevent a stray round from 
penetrating a powder-loaded boxcar 
and causing an explosion 

Along with this security mission goes 
the additional responsibility of auxiliary

acres Former farm buildings were 
turned into billets for the troops and 
officers. Bulldozers. working by flood 
ight at night, rumbled on, moving tons 
of earth to build powder magazines 
and build blast walls around torpedo 
and mine loading plants. At the peak 
»f the war, more than 350 Marines were 
stationed at the Marine Barracks 

Demobilization after the war, had 
little effect on the Yorktown detach 
ment. The added importance placed 
upon both offensive and defensive un 
derwater warfare has kept the depot's 
authorized strength up to 173 enlisted 
men and six officers. Under the com 
mand of Lieutenant Colonel John P 
Leonard Jr., the Barracks has settled 
down to its primary job of providing 
security for the depot

| than just correct usage of the language 
MMANUD Different stories follow different pat- 
terns. Six weeks of theory are taught 
to familiarize the man on the parts of 


a story. One period every day is de- 
voted to terms used in journalism. The 
school believes that the more experi- 
enced gained, the better the writer. An 
hour a day is spent in writing short 
news-stories from facts given by the 
instructor. Perhaps the most important 





part of the course, also the most popu 
lar, is the week-end assignment. Stu 
dents are assigned in pairs to visit 
local newspapers where they cover 
events with regular reporters. They 
learn to gather facts and to use them 
properly in the story 

Another break in the sometimes 
monotonous routine of straight book 
work is the appearance of guest 
speakers from nearby papers. These 
speakers, who have many years of ex 
perience in public relations, pass on 
information which most of the men 
find useful 

The Marine newsman is entering a 
small field when he is assigned the 
4300 MOS. During his tour of duty 
he may find himself doubling as a 
photographer, publicity man, layout 
man for a camp paper or a wire reé 
corder operator. The service journalist 
must be a “jack of all trades”, and the 
school does its part to make the fledg 
ling journalist versatile 

Before going to school, the average 
student's experience in photography is 
limited to taking snapshots with a box 
camera. In this course, the student 
learns that photography is a science— 
a science which requires years of ex 
perience before the would-be shutter 
bug can call himself good. With this in 
mind, the school does not attempt to 
make first rate photographers in only 
12 weeks 

The instruction begins with the con 
struction of the camera and what hep 
pens when the shutter is snapped. The 
student learns that there are many 
ways to control the quality of his pix 
tures, not only by mechanical methods 
but by using good judgment in poses 
Developing and printing are taught in 
the new school photo lab. The two 
cameras in extensive use by the Marine 
Corps and Navy, the Speed Graphic 
and the Vigilant are studied 

Modern media of acquainting the 
public with activities of the armed 
services have come a long way from the 
days of the pad, pencil and hand-set 
type. Newspapers, while still the pre 
dominent means of relaying informa 
tion, are finding many rivals. Several 
Marine Corps radio programs are aired 
weekly and it takes men with some 
script-writing know-how to produce 
these shows Marines study radio 
broadcasting, its methods and organ 
ization, the laws by which it operates 
and techniques of the broadcasting in 
dustry throughout the world 

Combined with the radio course is 
the instruction on the wire-recorder 
The recorder has been incorporated as 
standard gear by the Marine Corps in 
its policy of keeping abreast of the 
times. Writing scripts and conducting 
interviews on the machines make up

As a rule, a Marine and Sailor are 
on patrol together, and a Solider and 
Airman are detailed to the same post. 
Under this unified arrangement there 
are more personnel on patrol through- 
out the city than there were under the 
previous military police system. There 
S a greater efficiency and therefore a 
stronger coordination. Within five min- 
ites the patrols can converge upon any 


disturbance occurring within the Dis 


trict of Columbia 

The ASPD differs in still another way 
from the old setup. Men on duty are 
not allowed to patrol the interior of a 
business house or a cafe-lounge unless 
it is at the request of the proprietor 
They are not allowed to carry sidearms 
Their weapon is a night stick, and is 
sued for self protection only 

There have been instances when the 
patrols have had almost more trouble 
than they could handle but they've al 
ways found a way. A call was received 
from a downtown nitery. It was a mass 
brawl. The proprietor informed the 
desk sergeant that about 25 servicemen 
and civilians were conking each other 
with his furniture. A patrol was sent 
to the scene. The proprietor had not 
xaggerated about the shambles the 
brawlers were making of his place, but 
there were about 40 people involved 

The patrolmen, a Sailor and Marine 
alled for police assistance. More than 
half of the combatants were in civilian 
lothes. The Marine took a position in 
the rear of the club while his partner 
stayed at the entrance. When the police 
arrived they formed a front and rear 
guard, with their paddy wagons stand 
ing open. When one of the brawlers 
moved near one of the doors either a

When the troopers landed the Aggres 
sors moved against them immediately 
If the tactical “enemy” had been an 
actual enerny it is doubtful if many of

When the second wave came in over 
the area, an error of about a hundred 
yards and the Aggressors’ rapid advance 
toward the landing area, caused the 
troopers to land virtually on top of the 
enemy lines.

OVERNOR Val Peterson of Nebraska is now an 
honorary Marine private. The appointment was 


a departure from the traditional practice of Nebraskan 
governors to appoint distinguished persons as admirals

Captain T. N. Withrow, executive officer of Ma-

From Cleveland, Ohio 
Family Nights 
HROUGHOUT the State of Ohio there are 
numerous Marine Reserve installations. Air- 
minded citizens of Cleveland witnessed Marine air 
and ground units of the Regular and Reserve branches 
perform at the National Air Races last year.
